OVERVIEW 

This once-only survey was conducted to obtain information on the 
nature and conditions of part-time employment in Tasmania. Data 
was collected for the usually resident civilian population aged 15 and 
over.

It was conducted as a supplementary to the October 1990 Monthly 
Labour Force Survey. 


The information collected included: 


e type of part-time employment (e.g. temporary, casual, 
permanent, regular or seasonal); 

e working conditions associated with part-time work (e.g. 
superannuation, leave entitlements, training); 

e reasons for working part-time; and 

e dynamics of part-time employment (e.g. length of current part- 
time job, number of part-time jobs in the last year, working 
patterns). 


Results were released in December 1991 in the form of a publication 
(Part-time Workers, Tasmania, October 1990, ABS Cat No. 6247.6) 
and in additional user tables. In some cases, additional unpublished 
cross-classifications of data items may be available. 


PURPOSE 
There are two aspects of the growing trend toward part-time 
employment that are of particular interest to the State Government. 


e the nature and conditions of part-time employment; and 
e factors behind the growth in part-time employment. 


The survey aims to supplement the paucity of information that is 
available on these. 


Nature and conditions of part-time employment 


Results from the survey could assist the State Government in 
developing policies and programs that are relevant to the needs of 
part-time workers (e.g. policies on flexible working arrangements for 
workers with family responsibilities, younger workers combining 
employment with education and training, and older workers who wish 
to gradually phase out of full-time work before retirement.) 


Similar surveys have been conducted in South Australia and Victoria 
and have proved useful for this purpose. The surveys have also 
assisted women's advisory bodies in those States. 


Factors behind the growth in part-time employment 


Despite the fact that part-time employment has been the main source 
of job growth in Tasmania, limited information is available on factors 
behind this growth. The State Government wanted data on the 
reasons for the growth in part-time employment. 


Data on the dynamics of the part-time labour market could also assist 
the State Government in understanding downturns and growth 
swings in the total labour market. 


A greater understanding of changing work patterns could enable the 
State Government to implement policies to meet these changes. 
There are a number of policy implications in areas such as labour 
market program development, labour market equity, training, career 
paths and superannuation. 


The proposal also emphasised the usefulness of this data for not only 
the Tasmanian Department of Employment, Industrial Relations and 
Training but also for other users of labour market data, such as the 
Tasmanian Development Authority; Treasury; the Commonwealth 
Department of Employment, Education and Training; and the 
University of Tasmania. It was also supported by the Tasmanian 
Women's Employment and Training Taskforce. 


SCOPE 

Labour Force Survey 

For the regular monthly labour force survey, those in scope are all 
persons aged 15 and over except: 


e members of the permanent defence forces; 
e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 


customarily excluded from census and estimated populations; 
e overseas residents in Australia; and 
e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia. 


Nature and Conditions of Part-time Employment Survey 
All persons aged 15 years and over who were: 


e in scope of the monthly labour force survey; 

e engaged in part-time or non-permanent full-time work at the time 
of the survey, or in the 12 months up to the survey; and 

e do not employ others. 


Self-employed people who don't employ others were included in the 
survey, unless they were in a registered business. A registered 
business means a business with a 'business name’ lodged at the 
Tasmanian Corporate Affairs Office. 

Coverage 

In the Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied which aim to 
ensure that each person is associated with only one dwelling, and 
hence has only one chance of selection. The chance of a person 
being enumerated at two separate dwellings in the one survey is 
considered to be negligible. 

Persons who are away from their usual residence for six weeks or 
less at the time of interview are enumerated at their usual residence 
(relevant information may be obtained from other usual residents 
present at the time of the survey)

Paid sick leave: provision of paid sick leave, whether or not the 
person has actually taken any sick leave; on full pay or not, as long 
as all pay is not lost if a day is taken off sick. 


Paid holiday leave 

Provision of paid holiday leave, whether or not the person has 
actually taken any holiday leave; on full pay or not, as long as some 
pay is received. 

Long service leave 

Eligibility for long service leave. 

Workers’ compensation 

All employed people, under law, should be covered by Worker's 
Compensation insurance. However, some employers have avoided 
this obligation by employing people as subcontractors. Some 
(technically) self-employed people may consider themselves to be 
employed by someone else.

OVERVIEW 


The registration of deaths is the responsibility of each state and 
territory Registry of Births, Deaths and Marriages. As part of the 
registration process, information about the cause of death is supplied 
by the medical practitioner certifying the death or by a coroner. 
Perinatal deaths are certified using the Medical Certificate of Cause 
of Perinatal Death (MCCPD). Other information about the deceased 
is supplied by a relative or other person acquainted with the 
deceased, or by an official of the institution where the death occurred. 
This information is provided to the Australian Bureau of Statistics 
(ABS) by individual Registries for coding and compilation into 
aggregate statistics. In addition, for coroner certified deaths, the ABS 
supplements this data with information from the National Coronial 
Information System (NCIS). 


PURPOSE 

Availability of high quality death statistics, and consequently 
population estimates and mortality data, is of importance to all levels 
of government (Commonwealth, State and Local). High quality 
mortality statistics are used as a fundamental measure of the health 
of the population. 


SCOPE 
Scope 


The scope of perinatal death statistics includes all fetal deaths (at 
least 20 weeks' gestation or at least 400 grams' birth weight) and 
neonatal deaths (all live born babies who die within 28 completed 


days of birth, regardless of gestation or birth weight) registered in 
Australia. The ABS scope rules for fetal deaths are consistent with 
the legislated requirement for all state and territory Registrars of 
Births, Deaths and Marriages to register all fetal deaths which meet 
the above-mentioned gestation and birth weight criteria. Based on 
this legislative requirement, in the case of missing gestation and/or 
birth weight data, the fetal record is considered in scope and included 
in the dataset. A record is only considered out of scope if both 
gestation and birth weight data are present, and both fall outside the 
scope criteria (i.e. gestation of 19 weeks or fewer and birth weight of 
399 grams or fewer). This scope was adopted for the 2007 Perinatal 
Deaths collection, and was applied to historical data for 1999-2006. 
For more information on the changes in scope rules see Perinatal 
Deaths, Australia, 2007 (cat. no. 3304.0) Explanatory Notes 18-20. 
These rules have been applied to all perinatal data presented in this 
publication. 


The World Health Organization (WHO) definition of a perinatal death 
differs to that used by the ABS. The WHO definition includes all 
neonatal deaths, and those fetuses weighing at least 500 grams or 
having a gestational age of at least 22 weeks, or body length of 25 
centimetres from crown to heel. A summary table based on the WHO 
definition of perinatal deaths is included in the perinatal data cube in 
this release. 


Fetal deaths are registered as a stillbirth, and are not in scope of 
either the Births, Australia (cat. no. 3301.0) or Deaths, Australia (cat. 
no. 3302.0) collections. Fetal deaths are part of the Perinatal 
collection, but not the Causes of Death collection. Neonatal deaths 
are in scope of the Deaths, Causes of Death and Perinatal 
collections. Neonatal deaths output in the Causes of Death Collection 
are assigned an underlying cause of death, while all conditions listed 
on the death certificate are captured as multiple causes of death. 
Neonatal deaths output in the Perinatal deaths collection have their 
cause of death output according to main condition in infant/fetus and 
main condition in mother.

The coverage includes all perinatal deaths registered with each 
state/territory Registrar of Births, Deaths and Marriages.

These statistics are used for analytical purposes 
within the ABS and by financial institutions, the Reserve Bank of 
Australia, governments, policy advisers, industry bodies, researchers 
and economists. 


SCOPE 
The survey population is all Australian-resident lending institutions. 


The survey frame which seeks to cover the survey population 
comprises all banks authorised under the Banking Act of 1959, 
permanent building societies and credit unions, all lending institutions 


bound by the Financial Corporations Act (FCA) of 1974, and is 
supplemented by other known significant lending institutions such as 
insurance companies and superannuation funds, general government 
enterprises, and institutions subject to state government regulation. 


The frame coverage is conceptually good for banks and financial 
institutions subject to the FCA, where we are informed by the 
Reserve Bank of any additions to the frame. For other lending 
institutions where no definitive lists exist, we rely on the success of 
media scans and other sources to maintain frame coverage. 


All banks are included in the sample of lenders for the Personal 
Finance statistics. For other lenders, the largest lenders to individuals 
for total personal finance are included so that, together with banks, at 
least 95% of total Australian Personal Finance commitments are 
covered, and at least 90% of each State total is covered. In addition, 
lenders are included in the sample so that at least 70% of total 
Personal Finance commitments by Credit Unions, Finance 
Companies, and Other Lenders are covered by the sample of 
lenders. 


An annual collection is conducted to maintain and update the survey 
coverage. New lenders are included as their lending for Personal 
Finance becomes sufficiently large. 


The sample selected in June 2002 for the 2002-03 year is the final 
sample to be selected using the method described above. In future 
years, sample selection will use asset information collected by APRA.

The purpose of the census is to measure the number and key 
characteristics of persons and dwellings in Australia on census night. 
This provides a reliable basis to estimate the population for each 
state and territory and local government area for electoral purposes 
and distribution of government funds. The census also provides the 
characteristics of the Australian population and its housing for small 
areas and small population groups to support the planning, 
administration and policy development activities of governments, 
business and other users.

All persons and dwellings in Australia and the external Territories of 
Christmas Island and Cocos (Keeling) islands on Census Night 
excluding diplomats, their families and diplomatic dwellings, and 
visitors from overseas who are not required to undergo migration 
formalities, such as foreign crews on ships.

The Census of Population and Housing measures the number and 
key characteristics of people in Australia on census night, and the 
dwellings in which they live. The Census includes all people in 
Australia on census night with the exception of foreign diplomats and 
their families. Visitors to Australia are counted regardless of how long 
they have been in the country or how long they plan to stay. 
Australian residents out of the country on census night are out of the 
scope of the census.

OVERVIEW 

The Post Enumeration Survey (PES) aims to measure the net census undercount 
and is conducted three weeks after census night. It collects information about where 
people were on census night and their characteristics. The PES publishes 
information showing details of the population and dwelling characteristics of the net 
undercount in the Census of Population and Housing. 


In 1996, about 32,000 households or 85,000 persons Australia-wide were included in 
the survey. 


PURPOSE 

The census provides the basic information from which estimates are made of the 
resident population. Population estimates need to be as accurate as possible as they 
are required for the determination of the number of seats each State and Territory will 
have in the House of Representatives and for the allocation of Commonwealth 
revenue grants to States and Territories. Population estimates are also used 
extensively as indicators of population growth and distribution in a wide variety of 
demographic, social and economic studies. Because population estimates for each 
State and Territory and Local Government Area are based on census counts, it is 
important to determine the level of undercounting for each census so that appropriate 
adjustments can be made. 


It is also important to measure the undercount to evaluate the effectiveness of 
census collection procedures and to provide users of census data with an 


assessment of the completeness of the census. This allows areas to be identified in 
which improvements in future censuses can be made. 


The main method used in measuring undercount is the Post Enumeration Survey 
(PES), a sample survey of the population that begins three weeks after census night. 
Output from the PES takes account of demographic analysis. 


SCOPE 

While similar to that of the census some persons, dwellings and areas were excluded 
from the Post Enumeration Survey (PES). The PES included all persons who should 
have been counted in the census except those who were in non-private dwellings at 
the time of the PES, lived in sparsely settled and remote areas, had gone overseas 
or died since census night.

In order to conduct the PES in these 
areas the same contacts and procedures adopted for the census would be relied 
upon and therefore underenumeration could not be accurately and independently 
measured. A concern is that these exclusions from the PES represent key 
enumeration problem areas. However, this concern needs to be balanced by the 
relatively small population involved and that often these areas and dwellings would 
require the same enumeration contacts and procedures in the PES as used in the 
census, thus compromising the independent nature of the PES.

Assumed age-specific fertility rates are applied to the 
female population of child-bearing ages (15 to 49 years) to provide 
the new cohort of births. This procedure is repeated for each year in 
the projection period for each State and Territory and for Australia. 
The resulting population projections for each year for the States and 
Territories, by sex and single years of age, are adjusted to sum to the 
Australian results. 


The projection results published by the ABS are not intended as 
predictions or forecasts, but are illustrations of growth and change in 
the population which would occur if the assumptions about future 
demographic trends prevail over the projection period. As such, it is 
the assumptions used which have the greatest baring on the final 
projected outcomes. 


While the assumptions for the projections are formulated on the basis 
of an assessment of past demographic trends, both in Australia and 
overseas, and their likely future dynamics, there is no certainty that 
any of the assumptions will or will not be realised. In addition, no 
assessment has been made of changes in non-demographic 
conditions. 


Accordingly, alternative projections are produced in recognition of this 
uncertainty and to provide users with a range of options. For 
example, the publication Population Projections, Australia 1999- 
2101 (Catalogue no. 3222.0) contains a series of projections based 
on differing combinations of two alternative assumptions of fertility, 
three alternative assumptions for net overseas migration and three 
alternative assumptions for interstate migration.

COLLECTION HISTORY 

Interest in projections of the Australian population developed after 
World War II with the widening of the social policy agenda in 
government and community. The first substantial involvement by the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics [known since 1974 
as the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS)] came in 1956 when a 
series of five yearly projections (1960 to 1975) were prepared for the 
Inter-departmental Committee set up to review the Retiring Age. This 
led to the publication by the Statistician (ABS) the next year of single 
year national projections series covering 1955 to 1975. In 1965 the 
ABS released the first issue "for general publication of a series of 
projections of the future population." The ABS continued to produce 
national projections during the 1960s. Various ABS State Offices, 
sometimes in cooperation with State Government agencies, had also 
begun producing population projections for their respective States. 


In 1971 the ABS published for the first time a set of national, State 
and Territory projections under the one cover. As today, these 
projections used "an iterative mathematical process ... based on 
assumptions about future trends in mortality, fertility and net 
migration, derived from those of the recent past." During the 1970s, 
interest grew also in developing population projections at regional 
and local (Sub-State) level. Various State governments and some 
university people took initiatives in that direction. 


The ABS itself began producing local area projections ona 
consultancy basis in the early 1990s. This course was re-affirmed by 
the 1996 ABS Review of Demographic Statistics (see the ABS 
website, Demography Working Paper 96/2). 


In 2001 the ABS published Statistical Local Area (SLA) projections 
for the first time. Projections were produced and published for SLAs 
in Tasmania and Northern Territory after agreement was reached 
between the ABS and the respective State/Territory governments. 


Since 1978 the ABS has published population projections on a 


regular basis.

PURPOSE

Private Health statistics are widely used to support important 
decisions in policy development and planning in the delivery of health 
care. Private hospital statistics have become very important in recent 
years as different strategies are proposed to better manage health 
care costs in both the private and public sectors. Comprehensive, 
national statistics are vital if this strategy debate is to be well 
informed. 


There is an important focus on the efficent delivery of health services 
to the Australian public. In recent years the Australian health care 
system has been under scrutiny to justify its current position and 
make informed decisions about the future delivery of health care 
services. In addition, the Federal government's health reform agenda 


has made availability of relevant and timely information on the private 
health industry a greater priority. 


The function of the PHEC statistics is to understand the current 
position of the private health care sector. This assists government 
agencies to make informed decisions about the appropriate allocation 
of funding between private and public health sectors. Furthermore the 
PHEC statistics are used by researchers to analyse the effectiveness 
of the private health sector, and conduct studies on the efficiency of 
this sector. The outcomes of these studies and research by 
government and academic sectors determines the appropriate course 
of action that will lead to a health care system that delivers quality 
services that are accessible to the public.

DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

PHEC provides a measure of the contribution made by private acute 
and psychiatric hospitals and free-standing day hospitals to the total 
services provided by hospitals in Australia. This contribution is 
important to know when governments make decisions about the 
overall capacity, quality and accessiblity of the Australian health care 
system. 


Main outputs 

Main outputs include data on Private hospitals: structure, 
accreditation, facilities and specialised services, whether they are for 
profit or not for profit (for Acute and psychiatric hospitals only), 
available beds, type of centre (for free-standing day hospitals only), 
type of activities (patients separations and the number of patient days 
during the year), procedures performed, morbidity data, staffing and 
finances.

OVERVIEW 


The quarterly Australian Producer Price Indexes (PPIs) measure the 
average change in the prices of products (goods and services) as 
they either enter or leave the production process. The quarterly 
Australian International Trade Price Indexes (ITPIS) measure the 
average changes in the prices paid for imports and exports of 
products. 


The ABS compiles a suite of quarterly input and output price indexes 
for different industries and industry groupings of the Australian 
economy. These measures show both the changes in the prices of 
final products, as well as the changes in prices of inputs used to 
produce the final products. The following indexes are the major PPIs 
and ITPls released by the ABS: 


e Stage of Production (SOP) Producer Price Indexes 
Presented by stage of production to final demand, industry of 
origin and destination within the economy 


e Manufacturing Industries Producer Price Indexes 
Input to the manufacturing industries

International trade price indexes 


Import Price Index (IPI) - an input price index 
Export Price Index (EPI) - an output index. 


PURPOSE 

The principal purpose of the Producer Price Indexes (PPIs) and 
International Trade Price Indexes ( ITPIs) is to measure inflation 
by industry to support the compilation of the National Accounts 
and the Balance of Payments. In the compilation of the National 
Accounts and the Balance of Payments, components of PPIs and 
ITPIs are used as deflators to produce chain volume measures. 
Import and export prices are important extensions of domestic 
PPIs. They are used in the deflation of external trade values to 


provide indicators of the volume of international trade. Also, 
import prices feed into producer input indexes, since these are 
an important contribution to producer costs. Similarly, export 
prices feed into producer output indexes, since exports frequently 
represent a significant component of producer revenue. 

Price instability introduces uncertainty into economic analysis 
and decision making, so the main uses of the PPI and ITPI relate 
to efforts to minimise that uncertainty. In summary, they have the 
following main uses: 


e as anational accounts deflator; 

e asa short-term indicator of inflationary trends; 

e for indexation in legal contracts in both the public and private 
sectors, particularly for more detailed PP! components; 

e by international organisations such as Eurostat, the OECD 
and IMF for economic monitoring and comparison. 


SCOPE 


The ABS PPIs measure price changes in two ways: 

(i) The input price indexes measure the prices producers pay for 
products consumed in production, valued at purchasers’ prices; 
(ii) The output price indexes measure the prices producers 
receive for the sale of their products, valued at basic prices. 


Therefore there are two populations of interest for the ABS PPIs 
— the transactions that result in the purchase of products to be 
consumed in production, and the sale of products by producers. 


The ABS output PPIs measure changes in prices received by the 
manufacturing, construction, and services industries. These 
indexes measure the change in prices received by domestic 
establishments regardless of whether the sale of the product was 
to a domestic purchaser or as an export. 


The ABS input PPIs measure changes in prices paid by the 
manufacturing and construction industries. These indexes 
measure the change in prices paid by domestic establishments 
regardless of whether the purchase was of a domestically 
produced product or as an import. 


The ITPIS measure the change in prices of merchandise that 
crosses the Australian customs frontier. The populations of 
interest for these price indexes are all imported products (for the 
Import Price Index) and all exported products (for the Export 
Price Index). Neither the Export Price Index nor the Import Price 
Index attempts to measure the change in price of internationally 
traded services. 


Most countries, including Australia, define non—market activities 
as falling outside the scope of PPIs. Examples of these activities 
include general government services such as national defence 
and the value of owner—occupied dwellings. 


Whole of economy measures 

The ABS produces a set of economy wide price indexes using a 
Stage of Production (SOP) approach, which in concept measures 
outputs at basic prices. As the focus in the use of the PPIs is on 
domestic inflation, exports are excluded from the headline SOP 
series final demand products. Imports have been incorporated 
within the framework, recognising that they represent an 
important potential source of inflationary pressure (imports are 
allocated to the competing domestic industry of origin but 
measured on an f.o.b. pricing basis). 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


A Producer Price Index (PPI) can be described as an index 
designed to measure the average change in the price of products 
(i.e. goods and services) as they enter or leave the production 
process. PPIs fall into two categories: indexes which refer to 
input prices (that is, at purchasers’ prices), and those which refer 
to output prices (that is, at either basic or producers’ prices). 


An input PPI measures the average change in the prices of all 
products used by an industry for the production of their outputs. 
ABS examples of input price indexes include Input to the house 
construction industry and Input to the manufacturing industry. 


An output PPI measures the average change in the prices of all 
products produced by an industry that are sold or transferred 
within or outside that industry (for further processing, 
consumption, used as capital equipment, or exported). Examples 
of output price indexes include Output of the construction 
industries and Output of the manufacturing industries. 


A PPI provides a weighted average of the price changes ina 
group of products between one time period and another. The 
average price change over time is estimated by measuring actual 
prices at different points in time and weighting together the price 
changes in accordance with the relative importance of the 
products that are priced. Price index numbers are compiled from 


price observations collected from various pricing points (that is, 
various times during the pricing period). Price indexes compare 
changes in the price of a basket of goods or services between a 
particular period and reference, or base, period. For an index to 
provide information on price changes, at least two index numbers 
from the same series need to be available, and the index 
numbers must relate to the same basket of goods. 


PPIs do not measure price levels; rather, they measure the 
average change in the prices from one period to another. The 
PPI does not measure the value of production or the cost of 
production. 


Valuation basis 


The valuation basis for the transactions covered by an output 
index is basic prices, defined as the amount received by the 
producer exclusive of any taxes on products and transport and 
trade margins (i.e. the pricing point is ex-factory, ex-farm, ex- 
service provider, etc.). 


On the other hand, an input index has a valuation basis of 
purchasers’ prices, defined as the amount paid by the purchaser 
inclusive of any non-deductible taxes on products and transport 
and trade margins (i.e. the prices recorded in the index should be 
those relating to delivered into store, delivered on site, etc.). 


The GST is excluded from all the prices recorded in the current 
producer price indexes because, in the main, it is deductible on 
business-to-business transactions. In the case of future service 
industry output indexes relating to business-to-household 
transactions, the GST will also be excluded because the pricing 
basis will be basic prices (i.e. exclusive of product taxes). 


Items and weights 


The indexes are fixed weighted indexes of the Laspeyres form. 
The list of items and the weights are updated periodically to 
ensure they remain representative. New index series compiled 
using updated weights are linked to the previous series to 
maintain a continuous series. Broad level weights are derived 
from an analysis of the latest available input-output tables as well 


as other ABS and industry sources. 


Where prices of items are expected to move in a similar way, 
many of the directly priced items carry not only their own weight 
but also the weight of similar commodities. 


Price measurement 


The main sources of ongoing price data are samples of 
businesses. The samples can relate to either buyers or sellers, or 
a combination of both. The choice is influenced by the pricing 
point of the index (output or input) and practical considerations 
such as the relative degree of concentration of buyers, and of 
sellers, and the implications for sample sizes and costs. 


The main pricing methodology used is specification pricing, 
under which a manageable sample of precisely specified 
products is selected, in consultation with each reporting 
business, for repeat pricing. In specifying the products, care is 
taken to ensure that they are fully defined in terms of all the 
characteristics which influence their transaction prices. As such, 
all the relevant technical characteristics need to be described 
(e.g. make, model, features) along with the unit of sale, type of 
packaging, conditions of sale (e.g. delivered, payment within 30 
days), etc. 


When the quality or the specifications of an item being priced 
change over time, adjustments are made to the reported prices 
so that the index captures only pure price change. That is, any 
element of price change attributable to a change in quality is 
removed. If there is an increase (decrease) in the quality of an 
item, then the price is adjusted downwards (upwards) to reflect 
the ‘worth’ of the quality change. This technique is known as 
pricing to constant quality. 


Another very important consideration in establishing and 
maintaining price collections is to ensure that the prices reported 
are actual market transaction prices. That is, they must reflect 
the net prices received (or paid) after taking into account all 
discounts applied to the transactions whether they be volume 
discounts, settlement discounts or competitive price cutting 
discounts which are likely to fluctuate with market conditions. 


Specification pricing is not feasible in cases where the products 
are unique and not reproduced over time, e.g. construction 
industry output and many of the customised business services. 
As a result alternative pricing techniques need to be used, often 
involving compromise. Some of the approaches adopted include 
the use of model pricing, collecting unit values for reasonably 
homogeneous components of a good or service, input pricing 
and collecting charge-out rates (e.g. for a legal service). 


Information Paper: Producer and International Trade Price 
Indexes; Concepts, Sources and Methods, 2006 (cat. no. 6429.0) 
provides more detailed information on the PPI and ITPI 
conceptual framework.

COLLECTION HISTORY 
Major changes from September quarter 2012 


From September quarter 2012, an industry approach to defining 
and weighting the indexes was adopted, replacing the product 
approach. As a consequence, for input indexes, weights were 
changed to include all products used by establishments 
classified, according to ANZSIC 2006, to a specific industry. For 
output indexes, weights were changed to include all products 
produced by establishments classified to an industry. Index 
names were changed to reflect this different approach. More

Manufacturing Industries Producer Price Indexes 


Output of the Manufacturing industries 
The price indexes of articles produced by manufacturing 


industries were first published in June 1976 in the Price Indexes 
of Articles Produced by Manufacturing Industry, Australia (cat. 
no. 6412.0), with monthly indexes compiled from July 1968. The 
indexes were reviewed in 1990 with a second series introduced 
from May 1990. 


The frequency of these indexes was changed from monthly to 
quarterly from September quarter 1997. 


These indexes were again reviewed in 2000. Commencing with 
the September quarter 2000 the presentation of these indexes 
was changed to reflect updated weighting patterns and the 
adoption of the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification, 1993 (ANZSIC). 


The Price Indexes of Articles Produced by Manufacturing 
Industry, Australia (cat. no. 6412.0) was replaced with Producer 
Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) in the June quarter 
2001. The latter publication contains integrated key series from 
former price index publications to present an economy wide 
framework for producer price indexes, with the stage of 
production (SOP) indexes as the headline indicators. 


From September quarter 2012 the presentation of the indexes 

was changed to reflect the 2006 edition of ANZSIC and weights 
were updated to reflect 2007-08 Input-Output tables. The index; 
Articles produced by manufacturing industries, was renamed to 


Output of the manufacturing industries and presented ona 
reference period of 2011-12 = 100.0. 


Input to the manufacturing industries 
The price indexes of materials used in manufacturing industries 


were first published in April 1975 in Price Indexes of Materials 
Used in Manufacturing Industries, Australia (cat. no. 6411.0), 
with monthly indexes compiled from July 1968. The indexes were 
reviewed in 1985, with a second series introduced from 
December 1985. The indexes were reviewed again in 1996 
introducing several changes to the indexes, that included 
changing the underlying classification of the indexes from the 
Australian Standard Industrial Classification, 1983 (ASIC), to 
ANZSIC. 


The frequency of these indexes was changed from monthly to 
quarterly from September quarter 1997. 


The Price Indexes of Materials Used in Manufacturing Industries, 
Australia (Cat. no. 6411.0) was discontinued and replaced with 
the Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) from the 
June quarter 2001. 


From September quarter 2012 the presentation of the indexes 
was changed to reflect the 2006 edition of ANZSIC and weights 
were updated to reflect 2007-08 Input-Output tables. The index 
Materials used in manufacturing industries was renamed to /nput 
to the manufacturing Industries and presented on a reference 
period of 2011-12 = 100.0. 


Price indexes for Copper materials 
Price indexes for Copper Materials Used in the Manufacture of 


Electrical Equipment and Metallic Materials Used in the 
Fabricated Metal Products Industry are produced as subsets of 
the Input to the manufacturing Industries that are separately 
available and published in Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. 
no. 6427.0). 


Following the September 2012 review, two subsidiary indexes; 
Copper input to the other electrical equipment manufacturing 
industry and Metallic input to the fabricated metal product 
manufacturing industry, will be discontinued as from September 
2013; 


Construction Industry Producer Price Indexes 


Output of the construction industries 
A price index for the output of the building industry (ANZSIC 


group 411), the aggregate of the indexes for the three ANZSIC 
classes house construction (4111), residential building 
construction n.e.c. (4112) and non-residential building 
construction (4113), was first published in the June quarter 2001 
issue of Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) with 
quarterly indexes compiled from September quarter 1996. This 
was expanded in September quarter 2002 to include non-building 
construction (ANZSIC group 412) and road and bridge 
construction (4121) together with a combined index for the output 
of general construction (ANZSIC subdivision 41) compiled from 
September quarter 1997. 


State level indexes for the output of general construction and its 
constituent ANZSIC classes were first made available in March 
quarter 2006. 


The price index of materials used in house building was first 
published in September 1970 in the Price Index of Materials 
Used in House Building, Six State Capital Cities (cat. no. 6408.0) 
with monthly indexes compiled from July 1966. The index was 
reviewed in 1986 and again in December 1995. This review saw 
the index presented on a reference base of 1989-90 =100.0, and 
was linked to the previous series. 

The index has been compiled and released on a quarterly basis 
since September quarter 1997. 


Input to the house construction industry 
The Price Indexes of Materials Used in House Building, Six State 


Capital Cities (cat. no. 6408.0) was discontinued and replaced 
with the Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) from 
the June quarter 2001. 


In December 2005, the index was again reviewed. This review 
saw the composition of the index changed to reflect building 
material usage observed in the three years ending 2002-03. 
Capital city weights were additionally updated to reflect building 
patterns observed in the six state capitals in 2003-04. 


From September quarter 2012, this index was renamed from 
Materials Used in House Building to Input to the house 
construction industry and re-referenced to 2011-12 = 100.0. 


Mining Industry Producer Price Indexes 


The price index of materials used in coal mining was first 
published in February 1989 in Price Indexes of Materials Used in 
Coal Mining, Australia (cat. no. 6415.0) with monthly indexes 
compiled from July 1988. There are two indexes covering 
underground and open cut coal mining. 


The indexes have been compiled and released on a quarterly 
basis since September quarter 1997. 


The Price Indexes of Materials Used in Coal Mining, Australia 
(cat. no. 6415.0) was discontinued and replaced with the 
Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) from the June 
quarter 2001. 


From September quarter 2012, this index was renamed from 
Materials used in coal mining to Input to the coal mining industry 
and re-referenced to 2011-12 = 100.0. 


Service Industries Producer Price Indexes 


Price indexes for the output of service industries are a relatively 
new development and have to date only been constructed for a 
subset of service industries. Quarterly price index numbers for 
service industries were first published in March quarter 2000 for 
the Transport (Freight) and Storage Industries (ANZSIC Division 
1) and the Property and Business Services Industries (ANZSIC 
Division L) in Producer Price Indexes for Selected Service 
Industries, Australia (cat. no 6423.0), with most indexes compiled 
from September quarter 1998. 


The Producer Price Indexes for Selected Service Industries, 
Australia (cat. no 6423.0) was discontinued and replaced with the 
Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) from the June 
quarter 2001. 


The price indexes for the output of service industries were 


reviewed in 2002 resulting in a significant improvement in 
coverage of these price indexes. 


From September quarter 2012 coverage of the service industries 
price indexes increased further, with presentation of the indexes 
being changed to reflect ANZSIC 2006 and weights updated to 
reflect 2007-08 Input-Output tables. The indexes were re- 
referenced to 2011-12 = 100.0. 


Stage of Production Producer Price Indexes 


Producer price index numbers for the supply of commodities 
(goods and services) to the Australian economy in a "stage of 
production" (SOP) framework were first published in Stage of 
Production Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6426.0). 
Commencing in July 2000, this publication presented price 
indexes compiled from September 1998. The weighting patterns 
of the indexes were initially based on the 1994-95 input-output 
tables, with a reference base of 1998-99 = 100.0. 


The Stage of Production Producer Price Indexes, Australia (cat. 
no. 6426.0) was discontinued and replaced with the Producer 
Price Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6427.0) from the June quarter 
2001. 


The SOP indexes were then reviewed in 2002 with a second 
series introduced from December quarter 2002. The weighting 
patterns of the second series were based on the 1996-97 input- 
output tables. 


The SOP indexes are useful for analysing inflation in the 
Australian economy or, more specifically, for studying how price 
change for inputs used to produce final products is passed 
through to the price of those final products. The SOP index 
model brings together the range of detailed price data contained 
in the separate indexes to enhance the analytical value of the 
data. The SOP framework is based on an economic 
categorisation of transactions according to their sequencing in 
the production chain. As of September quarter 2012, the SOP 
indexes were reclassified to align with the updating of the 
ANZSIC from the 1993 to the 2006 edition. Implementation of the 
ANZSIC 2006 classification resulted in some restructuring and/or 


renaming of previous ANZSIC 1993 PPI series, discontinuation 
of series and introduction of some new series. The SOP stages 
were renamed to reflect the relationship of the stages of 
production to final demand: 


e Stage 3 (Final) becomes Final Demand i.e. Products 
consumed as Final Demand, with no further processing; 

e Stage 2 (Intermediate) becomes Intermediate Demand i.e. 
Products consumed as inputs into the production of Final 
Demand; and 

e Stage 1 (Preliminary) becomes Preliminary Demand I.e. 
Products consumed as inputs into the production of 
Intermediate Demand. 


Following the 2011 and 2012 review, a new series was 
introduced in the September quarter 2012 with a weighting 
pattern based on the 2007-08 Input-Output tables. The SOP time 
series was re-referenced to 2011-12 = 100.0. 


International Trade Price Indexes 


Export Price Index 
An index of export prices has been published since 1901. The 


first index was compiled annually from 1901 to 1916-17 asa 
current weighted unit value index. The method of calculation was 
changed in 1918 to incorporate fixed weights. An index on this 
basis was published for the years 1897 to 1929-30. An index of 
export prices was not published again until 1937 when two series 
were introduced. One index used fixed weights and the other 
changing weights. These indexes used actual export prices in 
place of unit values. These indexes were compiled until 1962. 


The next index was introduced in August 1962. This index was a 
fixed weights index with a reference base of 1959-60 = 100.0. 
This index was compiled until July 1969 when a new interim 
index, using weights based on 1969-70, was linked to this series. 
This index was published until June 1979 when it was replaced 
by the first series of the current Export Price Index. This first 
series was compiled on a monthly basis with a reference base of 
1974-75 =100.0 and a weighting pattern based on the value of 
exports for the three years to June 1997. The index was 
reviewed in 1990 and a new series, on a reference base of 1989- 
90 = 100.0 and weights based on 1988-89, was introduced in 
September 1990 and published in Export Price Index, Australia 
(cat. no. 6405.0). The indexes have been compiled and released 


on a quarterly basis since September quarter 1997. 


The Export Price Index, Australia, was reviewed again in 1999 
with a new series (current series) introduced from September 
quarter 2000. As a result of this review, the 'fixed-base’ method 
of weighting was changed to an annually re-weighted and 
chained method. The weights are revised in the September 
quarter of each year and are derived from the average value of 
export items during the two previous financial years. The 
reference base remains 1989-90 = 100.0. 


Import Price Index 
Import price measures in Australia have a considerable history, 


with an import price index published by the Reserve Bank of 
Australia (RBA) from 1928 until September 1982. The first index 
of import prices produced by the ABS was introduced in May 
1983, through the publication Import Price Index, Australia (cat. 
no. 6414.0). This index was compiled quarterly from September 
quarter 1981 until June quarter 1991 (on a reference base of 
1981-82 = 100.0). 


A re-weighted index of import prices was introduced in 
September 1991 with index numbers compiled monthly from April 
1991 until June 1997. This series had a reference base of 1989- 
90 = 100.0. The weights were based on the average value of 
merchandise imports landed in Australia during 1988-89 and 
1989-90. 


The indexes have been compiled and released on a quarterly 
basis since September quarter 1997. 


In 1999, a review of the index was undertaken with the findings 
published in Information Paper: Review of the Import Price Index 
and Export Price Index (cat. no. 6424.0). One of the results of the 
review was a move to an annually re-weighted chained index, 
whereby each September quarter the weights of the index are 
updated to reflect the average value of merchandise imports 
landed in Australia in the previous financial year. 


In June quarter 2001 both Import Price Index, Australia (cat. no. 
6414.0) and Export Price Index, Australia (cat. no. 6405.0) were 
replaced by a single publication /nternational Trade Price 
Indexes, Australia (cat. no. 6457.0) which covers both the import 


price index and the export price index. 


In September quarter 2012 the ITPIs were re-referenced to 2011- 
12 = 100.0.

OVERVIEW 


The Programme for the International Assessment of Adult 
Competencies (PIAAC) is an international, multi-year programme 
focusing on the assessment of adult skills and competencies. 


PURPOSE 
Its primary objectives are to: 


e develop direct measures of competencies believed to underlie 
both personal and societal success; 

e assess the impact of these competencies on social and 
economic outcomes at individual and aggregate levels; 

e gauge the performance of education and training systems in 
generating required competencies; and 

e help to clarify the policy levers that could contribute to enhancing 
skills. 


SCOPE 

PIAAC 2011-2012 covers urban and rural areas across all States and 
Territories, and includes usual residents aged 15-74 years of private 
dwellings only. Visitors to private dwellings are excluded, as are 
persons in institutions such as hospitals and nursing homes and 
special dwellings such as hotels and boarding houses. 


The following persons living in Australia but not usually considered 
part of the resident population were excluded from the scope of the 


survey: 


e diplomatic personnel of overseas governments 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia 

e overseas residents who have not lived in Australia, or do not 
intend to do so, for a period of 12 months or more 

e people living in very remote areas 

e people living in Census Collection Districts (CDs) which 
contained Discrete Indigenous Communities. 


People living in CDs which contained Discrete Indigenous 
Communities were not enumerated for operational reasons. 


Households where all of the residents were less than 18 years of age 
were excluded from the survey because the initial screening 
questions needed to be answered by a responsible adult (who was 
aged 18 years or over). 


If a child aged 15-17 years was selected, they could be interviewed 
with the consent of a parent or responsible adult. 

Non-Australians (other than those above) working in Australia, or in 
Australia as students or settlers, and their dependents were included 
in the scope of the survey if they had lived, or intended to live in 
Australia for a period of 12 months or more. 

Defence force personnel in Private Dwellings are included in this 
survey. 


The ABS extended the standard PIAAC age range (16-65 years) to 
15-74 years however there was a minimum requirement for a 
responding sample size of 5000 for 16-65 year olds. The proposed 
sample of 9,000 fully responding persons was designed to meet this 
requirement and ensure quality estimates at the National and State 
level.

OVERVIEW 


The Survey of Expenditure on Fixed Assets is a survey of public financial 
corporations designed to provide quarterly estimates of gross fixed capital formation 
undertaken by public financial corporations for each level of government in each 
State or Territory. A selection of public financial corporations are surveyed each 
quarter and the remaining public financial corporations are surveyed each year 
ending June. This approach is designed to provide quarterly values of gross fixed 
Capital formation undertaken by all public financial corporations during the year. 
Output from the collection is required for the Australian National Accounts collections. 


PURPOSE 


Output from the Survey of Expenditure on Fixed Assets is required to compile 
estimates of gross fixed capital formation for the Australian National Accounts. 


SCOPE 


Scope: All government-owned and controlled financial corporations (including banks 
and superannuation authorities) with significant levels of capital spending. 


Coverage: All government-owned and controlled financial corporations (including 
banks and superannuation authorities) with significant levels of capital spending. The 
coverage of this survey is quite small (about 40 enterprises) and only collects data 
from public corporations that are not collected elsewhere. 


DATA DETAIL 
Conceptual framework 


Gross fixed capital formation is the expenditure on the value of acquisitions less 
disposals of new or existing fixed assets. Assets consist of tangible or intangible 
assets that have come into existence as outputs from processes of production, and 
that are themselves used repeatedly or continuously in other processes of production 
over periods of time longer than one year. Expenditure is shown on a ‘gross’ basis as 
deductions have not been made for the consumption of existing assets during the 
production process. 


The acquisition of non-reproducible tangible assets such as land, subsoil assets and 
natural timber tracts is not included in gross fixed capital formation. However, capital 
costs associated with the extension or development of these assets are included, as 
are outlays on land reclamation and improvement. Expenditure associated with the 
improvement and alteration of durable assets which significantly extend their 
productive life is also included, but ordinary repairs and maintenance expenses are 
not. 


Gross fixed capital formation is one of two components of gross capital formation 
included in Australia's national accounts. Investment resulting in an increase in 
inventories or stocks of goods not yet sold (consisting of finished items and work in 
progress) and materials also contributes to gross capital formation. Gross fixed 
Capital formation and the increase in stocks do not enter into the intermediate 
consumption of the period. The fundamental point of distinction between intermediate 
consumption and gross capital formation is whether commodities are used up over a 
particular period or whether they yield benefits beyond that period. 


The related concepts of gross and net capital stock and the consumption of fixed 
Capital, as well as the data sources and methodology used in their estimation, are 
described in Australian National Accounts: Concepts, Sources and Methods (5216.0). 


Main outputs 


The population of the quarterly survey are those public financial enterprises with high 
levels of gross fixed capital formation. All remaining public financial enterprises are 
surveyed each year ending June. 


Information is collected on new capital formation, purchases of second hand assets 
and sales of second hand assets for Dwellings, Other buildings and structures and 
Machinery and equipment. Expenditure on Land as either a purchase or sale of a 
second hand asset is also collected. For each item, data excluding expenditure as a 
lessor in a finance lease is collected separately from data on expenditure as a lessor 
in a finance lease. 


Data on Computer software expensed and Computer software capitalised are also 
collected and are used to estimate expenditure on intangible fixed assets in gross 
fixed capital formation.

Finance Leases 


The ‘Statement of Accounting Standards 17: Accounting for Leases' (AAS17) 
requires that leases be classified as either operating leases of finance leases and 
specifies accounting treatments for each type. In the Australian National Accounts, 
finance leases are important in determining the industry classification of gross fixed 
capital formation. 


A finance lease refers to the leasing of assets under an arrangement which transfers 
from the lessor to the lessee substantially all the risks and benefits incident to 
ownership of the asset without transferring legal ownership. Assets acquired under 
finance lease arrangements are included in the capital expenditure of the lessee. 
Therefore, estimates of gross fixed capital formation reflect the industry of the lessee.

The collection was first conducted in respect of September quarter 1984. Data 
collected included the value of "new purchases", "second-hand purchases" and 
"sales" in respect of fixed assets "land", "dwellings", non-dwelling construction" and 
"equipment". 

Changes were made to the survey with the introduction of SNA93 in September 
quarter 1999. Computer Software Expensed and Computer Software Capitalised 
were included in the survey. These data items are used to estimate expenditure on 
intangible fixed assets in gross fixed capital formation. The terminology on the survey 
form also changed slightly as "Non-dwelling Construction" changed to "Other 
Buildings and Structures", and "Equipment" became "Machinery and Equipment".

Changes were also made with the introduction of the GST in Septemebr 2000 
quarter. For periods until June 30, 2000 the value of Capital Expenditure reported 
represented the cost to business under the pre-GST tax arrangements (i.e. including 
WST, where applicable). For periods after July 1 2000 the value of the deductable 
GST component is excluded from the total value of capital expenditure. Conversely, 
the value of GST paid for which there is no input credit is included in the total value of
